Ex-leader 
hits back 
at claims 
on Davies 

FORMER council leader 
Mike Bird says he and his 
cabinet were not to blame 
for the controversy sur¬ 
rounding sacked social care 
boss Paul Davies. 

It has since emerged that 
Mr Davies had lost an em¬ 
ployment tribunal for unfair 
dismissal and council leader 
Sean Coughlan claimed the 
legal battle had cost the au¬ 
thority £6.5 million. 

But ex-leader Council¬ 
lor Bird, said: “Those of us 
who were on the cabinet at 
the time have been assured 
by the chief executive that 
no elected member was to 
blame. The figures Sean 
Coughlan has quoted are ab¬ 
solutely and totally untrue.” 

Mr Davies was sacked 
over allegations he disclosed 
confidential information, 
and gave a credit union re¬ 
sponsibility for £3.5m with¬ 
out permission. 

Councillor Coughlan 
said: “It was important 
for the council to act when 
these matters regarding 
Paul Davies came to light. 
Clearly we have to be open 
and transparent with tax¬ 
payers about how much it 
is costing to deal with this 
very bad situation. 

“The last time we found 
ourselves in a similar po¬ 
sition was over the Peter 
Francis whistle blowing af¬ 
fair that cost taxpayers mil¬ 
lions of pounds.” 


Land cleared 
for Gigaport 

A PROMINENT site has 
been cleared to pave the 
way for future development 
in Walsall town centre. 

The former HB Case fac¬ 
tory and derelict Albion 
Tannery building have been 
pulled down to free up land 
for regeneration. The site 
off Hatherton Street and 
Albert Street will fit in with 
the £400 million Gigaport 
plans to create a business 
corridor. 

It will be a car park with 
between 30 to 40 spaces 
until a decision is made on 
its long-term use. 


MORE PRIVACY 
AT £5m WARD 


NEW diamond-shaped bays have 
been created at a multi-million pound 
ward in a bid to improve privacy for 
patients at Walsall Manor Hospital. 

The £5 million unit which opened last week is 
among the first in the country to feature such a 
layout with a bed positioned on each of the four 
sides, to boost patient privacy 


Each bay has en-suite fa¬ 
cilities and two small areas, 
one for patients to sit out or 
eat meals and the other as a 
nurse base. 

Work on the 30-bed facil¬ 
ity started last summer and 
health chiefs at the Manor 
pushed for it to open this 
month to deal with demand. 
Around 30 nurses have been 
recruited for the new ‘Ward 
29.’ 

Kathryn Halford, direc¬ 
tor of nursing at Walsall 
Healthcare Trust, said: 
“Ward 29 will be a fantas¬ 
tic asset to the Trust. It is 
a purpose-designed facility 
providing us with 30 addi¬ 
tional beds in a modern and 
extremely pleasant environ¬ 
ment for our patients, their 
visitors and staff.” 

Infections 

Work on the single-sto¬ 
rey modular block started 
last July and included 32 
sections being lifted into 
place by crane and bolted 
together. 

The accommodation in¬ 
cludes six single rooms for 
nursing patients with in¬ 
fections or needing high 
dependency care and half-a- 
dozen multi-bedded rooms. 

Other facilities include 
a day sitting room which 
opens on to a small outdoor 
area, wheelchair store, a 
central station for staff, ex¬ 
amination and consulting 
rooms along with kitchen, 
sluice and linen store.

The unit is also trialling 
a new pharmacy collection 
and drop-off service which 
aims to improve the supply 
of medications to the ward 
and provide a secure facility 
for drugs no longer needed. 
A shop to be run by the 
Trust’s League of Friends 
will later open within the 
main entrance. 

It comes as Walsall 
Manor has dealt with one 
of its busiest ever periods 
as it was pushed to capac¬ 
ity. It recently emerged 
that emergency admissions 
have rocketed by more than 
a quarter in the last two 
years. The hospital was 
forced to declare a major 
incident at the height of its 
problems, with more staff 
drafted in. 

Bosses revealed there has 
been a 27 per cent increase 
in emergency admissions in 
general during 2014/15 com¬ 
pared to 2012/13. 

The Manor would nor¬ 
mally expect around 500 
patients in a week but this 
increased to 590 during its 
busiest period from Decem¬ 
ber 29 to January 4. As a re¬ 
sult of the extra strain, the 
Manor has been struggling 
to hit the four-hour waiting 
target. It has also been told 
to reduce emergency admis¬ 
sions by 3.2 per cent as part 
of £24m funding plans.

A £250,000 project to repair the roof 
of Walsall’s oldest church after it was 
targeted by lead thieves is due to be 
finished this week, sparking a fund¬ 
raising drive for further repairs. 

Members of St Matthew’s Church 
have been fundraising for the work 
ever since the lead was stripped from 
the roof more than three years ago. 

The project at the church in St Mat¬ 
thew’s Close, which is around 800 
years old, received support from Eng¬ 
lish Heritage and work to replace the 
roof with galvanised steel started last 
June. 

Church warden John Pryce-Jones, 


aged 58, of Jesson Road, Walsall, said: 
“It has been completely re-roofed at 
the east end of the church. 

“That was the area where there had 
been a theft of lead. The roof has been 
replaced on the south side and some 
work has been done on the north side. 

“We’ve been permitted by English 
Heritage to replace it with galvanised 
steel. 

“The work has gone really well. 
We are really pleased with the way it 
looks. 

“We are still fundraising and have 
proposals for the inside of the church, 
including providing better toilets and 


repairing the creaky staircase,” he 
said. The work has been carried out 
by Lichfield-based contractors FWA 
Conservation. 

More than £100,000 was pledged by 
English Heritage but the church had 
to raise the rest of the funds through 
donations and other grants. 

The thefts at the church led to staff 
having to put plastic sheeting over sec¬ 
tions of the roof in an attempt to stop 
rainwater leaking into the building 
during bad weather. 

The church is planning to open up 
its crypt for public tours next month.

Finding it in dire straits in 
the 1980s his strength was 
always building things and 
now Molineux is a great tes¬ 
tament to what he did for 
the club. 

“Where ever he was living 
in the world Wolverhamp¬ 
ton was close to his heart. 
The funeral will be in Wol¬ 
verhampton, we can’t re¬ 
lease the details yet and he 
has to be repatriated,” he 
said. 

Mr Hayward said Wolves 
fans did his father proud 
with a pre-match tribute 
which included a minute’s 
applause, a mass balloon 
launch, and Sir Jack spelt 
out across the Steve Bull 
stand by fans. 

Fans chanted ‘he’s one of 
our own’, ‘thumbs up for Sir 
Jack Hayward’ and ‘Jack 
Hayward’s barmy army’ as 
they beat Blackpool at Mo¬ 
lineux with two late goals on 
Saturday.

Police office 
closures due

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First look at school's new building

THIS is the first image of a new multi-million 
pound teaching block to be built at a Walsall 
school, following the award of £3.5 million to re¬ 
place run-down classrooms. 

The three-storey block will be built at Joseph 
Leckie Academy, with work expected to start in 
April, ahead of completion in March next year. 

The secondary school had been battling for 
investment at the site off Walstead Road West, 
Delves, for several years years and missed out 
when the Building Schools for the Future pro¬ 
gramme was scrapped in 2010. 

But it has now been awarded almost £3.5m for 
the teaching block, which will have more than 20 
classrooms with modern technologies included. 

It has also bid for a further £4m from the Ed¬ 
ucation Funding Agency to provide further facil¬ 


ities including a sixth form, more business, ICT 
and computing classrooms, dining and adminis¬ 
trative areas. 

The school made national headlines more than 
10 years ago when a pupil presented a dossier to 
former schools minister Stephen Twigg showing 
the state of the school and the need for improve¬ 
ments during a visit to the House of Lords. 

Headteacher Keith Whittlestone said: “It is 
excellent news, it is something we have been 
campaigning for a long time. It will be a modern 
building which will enable us to move teaching 
and learning on.” The new build will replace part 
of the main teaching block which dates back more 
than 70 years at the east end of the school. It will 
be constructed near the Colin Beilby building 
which was finished in 2009. 


Drugged up drinker 
in crime spree jailed 


A MAN who went on a drink and drugs-fuelled 
rampage down a Black Country street has 
been jailed for 10 months. 

Ashley Till mixed a large quantity of vodka with 
both illegal and prescribed drugs before launching 
the crime spree, a court heard, ransacking a house 
he had broken into, attempting to burgle another 
and jumping onto the windscreen of a parked car. 

Wolverhampton Crown 
Court was told the 27-year- 
old caused £250 damage to 
the car. All this happened in 
less than two hours in Bea¬ 
trice Street, Leamore, Wal¬ 
sall on December 19 but Till 
had still not finished break¬ 
ing the law, it was revealed. 

He tried to stop a po¬ 
liceman arrested him soon 
afterwards and then dam¬ 
aging a police station cell 
in which he was put to cool 
down, explained Mr Jasvir 
Mann, prosecuting. 

The drama started when 
tipsy Till leapt on to the 
bonnet of the Ford Focus 
that was parked in a drive¬ 
way in the street, the court 
heard. 

Then he made an unsuc¬ 
cessful attempt to break 
into a nearby house by kick¬ 
ing in the front door before 
fleeing when spotted inside 
another property ‘ransack¬ 
ing’ rooms, continued Mr 
Mann. Police were alerted 
and the defendant was later 
arrested in the area. 

Mr Stephen Cadwaladr 
said: “He had taken plenty 
of alcohol along with drugs 
and has little recollection of 
what happened but realises 
that this kind of behaviour 
has got to stop.” 

Till of no fixed address, 
who had 18 previous convic¬ 
tions involving 36 offences, 
pleaded guilty to burglary, 
attempted burglary, resist¬ 
ing a Pc and two offences of 
criminal damage. 


Free swims 
for children 
to carry on 

FREE swimming sessions 
for children in Walsall will 
continue until at least next 
spring, council chiefs have 
announced. 

More than 30,000 chil¬ 
dren have so far taken ad¬ 
vantage of the scheme at 
the borough’s leisure cen¬ 
tres since it was rolled out 
six years ago.

Leisure boss, council¬ 
lor Khizar Hussain, said: 
“Free swimming has been 
a massive success in Wal¬ 
sall. Affordability is key to 
encouraging more young 
people and their families 
to enjoy swimming and the 
extension of the scheme for 
another year is recognition 
of that. 

“Free swimming is a fab¬ 
ulous opportunity for young 
people and I would encour¬ 
age them and their families 
to take advantage of the 
scheme.”

Frescoes 
refurb at 
church is 
launched 

A £200,000 conservation 
project is under way to pre¬ 
serve historic frescoes at a 
Black Country church. 

English painter Ed¬ 
ward Reginald Frampton, 
who specialised in murals, 
painted the four archangels, 
the tree of knowledge and 
other angels onto the walls 
of Rushall Parish Church in 
the early 20th century but 
the artworks have deterio¬ 
rated over the decades. 

After a huge fundraising 
campaign to raise the cash 
needed for improvements 
to the building - also known 
as St Michael the Archangel 
Church - a team of conser¬ 
vationists has at last arrived 
to work on the pictures. 

This is the final phase of 
the project that has seen 
a new heating system in¬ 
stalled and windows and the 
stonework cleaned as part 
of efforts to preserve the 
colourful murals. 

The work on the paint¬ 
ings is being carried out by 
internationally renowned 
conservators Lisa Shekede 
and Stephen Rickerby. 

As part of the process Lisa 
has painstakingly cleaned 
the wall surrounding the fig¬ 
ure of the archangel Gabriel 
with thin paper and cotton 
buds. The final phase of 
work is due to be completed 
before the end of March.

Petition call for dedicated medical centre

CAMPAIGNERS calling for a dedicated 
medical centre to be created for the com¬ 
munity have launched a petition. 

Around 5,500 postcards will be delivered 
to homes in Chuckery, Park Hall and Or¬ 
chard Hills asking them to join the crusade. 

Conservative councillors in the area want 
to see health services based in a new centre 
including GPs sharing facilities. 

Around 30 residents and supporters at¬ 
tended the launch of the petition calling 
on Walsall Council to convert the Broad¬ 
way North Resource Centre that provides 
day services for adults with mental health 
needs and is also home to Park Hall Com¬ 


munity Association. But the council’s social 
care boss Councillor Diane Coughlan said 
no decision has been made over its future 
amid fears the site in Broadway North may 
be sold off to developers. 

Petition organiser Conservative council¬ 
lor Rose Martin said: “We want to secure 
and expand health services in this part of 
Walsall South and it is a noble cause. The 
number of people who have turned up 
today shows the strength of feeling locally. 
I would ask residents to fill in the cards and 
send them back. We want to see provision 
expanded to help to ease the pressure on 
the amount of elderly residents from this 


area who are going to the Walsall Manor 
Hospital.” 

Walsall Council has launched a public 
consultation to gather views on the future 
use of Broadway North. 

Labour’s Councillor Coughlan said the 
council was listening to residents and all 
options were being considered. One option 
may be to sell the building,” she said. “But 
I must reiterate how important it is that 
people realise that we are only gathering 
views to inform consultation and this is by 
no means a done deal.” Residents are urged 
to attend a drop-in consultation session at 
the centre on February 4 from 2-4pm. 


Firm brews up for a year of 
growth with real ale boost

NOT so long ago, real ale was as¬ 
sociated with middle-aged men, 
drinking in smoky, badly-lit pubs. 

But now it has surged in popularity 
as a whole new generation seeks an al¬ 
ternative to mass-produced lager. 

New micro breweries are popping up 
across the country, and the industry is 
thriving in the Black Country and Stafford¬ 
shire in particular. In Brownhills, business 
is booming for the Backyard Brewhouse 
- with bosses set to open a new bar in the 
town in the coming months. 

The location has not been revealed yet, 
but the bar - specialising in craft beers - 
would be based in a former shop unit and 
would only have space for around 50 cus¬ 
tomers. 

Director Austen Morgan, who runs the 
firm with Mike Bates, says it would be like a 
‘snug’ in the corner of an old-fashioned pub, 
with a warm atmosphere. And it will mainly 
sell craft beers, which are made without 
using filters or being pasteurised - leaving 
them cloudy and with a heavier taste. 

Mr Morgan says it shows the way the sec¬ 
tor is growing that a brewery like his now 
has the confidence to open a new bar like 
this, that just a few years ago would have 
been seen as catering for a niche market. 

And with 31 pubs reported to be closing 
across the country each week, he admits it 
is a difficult time for the industry. 

But the brewery is continuing to grow, 
and has increased production 60 per cent 
every 12 months in its first few years since 
launching in 2008. 

That rapid expansion has slowed slightly 
now, but Mr Morgan expects to see a 20 
per cent increase over the next year. It 
produced 46 barrels, or 11,031 pints, over 
the last year - up from 40 barrels the year 
before. 

And chiefs have ambitious plans for the 
future, with the new craft beer bar the next 
step in the journey to opening a chain of 
businesses across the West Midlands. 

They already run The Fountain in Lower 
Forster Street, and hope to open another 
five or six over the next four years. 

Lower Gornal-based Black Country Ales 
has 25 pubs, with the latest opening in 
Bearwood High Street, and has shown there 


is a growing demand for real ale. And the 
Backyard Brewhouse is building up a sim¬ 
ilar reputation among enthusiasts, while 
also attracting people who are trying ale for 
the first time. 

Mr Morgan said: “It’s always difficult 
to tell how things will go when you start a 
business like this but we are delighted so 
far. When we set it up we started out with 
the goal of really growing but we went into 
it not knowing where we were going to end 
up. 

“We are pretty much on track now but 
we are going to keep going. I think the main 
target now is to secure volume at the brew¬ 
ery through acquiring an estate of pubs and 
craft bars.” 

Craft beer is also typically served well 
chilled and carbonated, whereas real ales 
are served less cold and have no added gas. 


Yet, like lager - which itself can be a 
craft beer or real ale - they share the same 
basic four ingredients: malted barley; hops; 
yeast; and water. In all cases other ingredi¬ 
ents can be added on top, such as different 
grains. Bottled beers are also an important 
part of the future for micro breweries, and 
helps them compete with the mass produc¬ 
ers selling multi-packs of lager. 

The Backyard Brewhouse is looking to 
expand its range of bottles - and is planning 
to export to Europe and even Hong Kong, 
where the beer market is growing. 

Special edition ales are a trademark of 
micro breweries, and bottles of SRD mark¬ 
ing the 100th anniversary of the First 
World War flew off the shelves. 

Staff at the brewery were forced to pro¬ 
duce casks of the SRD beer to mark the an¬ 
niversary of the war after more than 2,000 


bottles were snapped up in weeks. The 
success of the SRD beer means it will now 
be brewed throughout the First World War 
100-year commemorations until 2018. 

The new craft bar in Brownhills will also 
stay true to its independent roots by refus¬ 
ing to stock soft drinks made by the usual 
huge brands. Instead it will only sell prod¬ 
ucts by independent firms, which Mr Mor¬ 
gan says will set them apart. 

The brewery at the Gatehouse Trading 
Estate in Brownhills had a £250,000 re¬ 
vamp three years ago with new equipment 
and offices. 

Mr Morgan said: “All breweries are look¬ 
ing to add an alternative dimension to what 
they offer while drawing new people in, and 
we have plenty of plans for the future. 

“It is exciting times and we are confident 
about what we can achieve.”

School now out of 
special measures 

A SCHOOL which was put 
into special measures more 
than a year ago has been 
rated as ‘good’ by Ofsted. 

St Francis Catholic Pri¬ 
mary School, in Shelfield, 
was rated ‘inadequate’ and 
placed in special measures 
following an inspection in 
September 2013. But a new 
report shows the Mill Road 
school was reinspected last 
month and has now come 
out of special measures 
after improving its rating. 

The recent report said 
‘pupils thrive in this 
school’ and that behav¬ 
iour was ‘impeccable’, with 
teaching described as ‘im¬ 
aginative’ and ‘effective’. 

Action plan over 
alcohol abuse 

AN action plan is being 
drawn up by council and 
health bosses in Walsall to 
tackle alcohol abuse. 

The council’s health and 
wellbeing alcohol work 
group will report its find¬ 
ings in the coming weeks. 
It is looking at how to raise 
awareness among young 
people of the dangers of 
alcohol. 

Figures show 119 people 
in Walsall died of causes re¬ 
lated to alcohol in 2013/14, 
along with 161 in Sandwell, 
142 in Dudley and 115 in 
Wolverhampton. 

Website boost for

A DENTAL surgery that 
provides a 24-hour emer¬ 
gency service has been 
signed up to a Walsall web¬ 
site that promotes the bor¬ 
ough’s best businesses.

Compulsory voting costs revealed

IT was facing extinction, 
with 116 years of football¬ 
ing history set to end as a 
band of dedicated volun¬ 
teers struggled to cope. 

But now just six months on, 
bosses at Pelsall Villa FC are 
looking to the future by setting 
up a youth academy, merchan¬ 
dise range and website. 

A small group of volunteers was 
responsible for running the club - 
with Mark Bentley taking on both 
the chairman and manager roles. 
But they had reached breaking 
point and warned that unless peo¬ 
ple came forward to help, the club 
would fold. Since then a new man¬ 
ager has been recruited and resi¬ 
dents help with the upkeep of the 
ground. 

And former player Mr Bentley 
says the club has gone from surviv¬ 
ing from day-to-day, to planning for 
the years ahead. Tracksuits, replica 
shirts, hats and scarves can be or¬ 
dered through the club shop, while 
a new mobile phone app has also 
been designed featuring team news. 

Next season bosses are plan¬ 
ning to start an academy for 16 to 
19-year-olds, offering official train¬ 
ing courses. Money is being gen¬ 
erated through new sponsorship 
deals and Mr Bentley said he was 
‘excited’ about the coming months. 

The team are currently 14th in 
the Midland Football Combination 
league premier division, but Mr 
Bentley hopes these latest plans 
will boost the club’s profile and at¬ 
tract new fans. Match discounts are 
being offered to season ticket hold¬ 
ers of Walsall, West Brom, Wolves 
and Aston Villa. 

And chiefs have now recruited 
photographers and writers to com¬ 
pile match reports. Mr Bentley, 
who last season was balancing his 
day job as a roofer with running the 
club with colleague Shaun Mason, 
said he was delighted with the re¬ 
sponse since the rallying cry to help 
save the club was sent out during 
the summer. Records show that 
football was played in Pelsall as 
long ago as 1898. 


COMPULSORY voting proposed 
by a long-serving MP would have 
seen thousands of his own con¬ 
stituents fined, his opponent has 
claimed. 

David Winnick, who has repre¬ 
sented Walsall North since 1979, 
called for fines to be levied against 
those who do not vote or at least 
abstain in person or in writing. 
The proposal would copy the model 
of Australia, where voting has been 
compulsory for many years. 

But Douglas Hansen-Luke, the 


Tory candidate trying to unseat 
him in May’s General Election, 
says that if the same number of 
people who did not vote in 2010 ab¬ 
stained again, it would mean tens 
of thousands of people being fined. 

Almost 30,000 people failed to 
vote in Walsall North, leaving a 
turnout of only 55.5 per cent. 

In Australia the fine can be 
around £11, hence Mr Hansen- 
Luke’s estimate that the measure 
would have cost absent voters 
£319,000 in Walsall North alone in 


2010. However, Mr Winnick points 
to evidence from Australia which 
shows turnout has been as much 
as 95 per cent when voting is com¬ 
pulsory. 

If that were the case in 2010 
then 3,273 people would have ab¬ 
stained, costing them £36,003. 

Mr Hansen-Luke said: “We all 
want to see more people involved 
in our community and how it’s 
run. But before we consider mak¬ 
ing non-voters pay, our MPs need 
to give us something to vote for.” 


Elderly in 
falls after 
path work 
starts up 

ELDERLY people have 
tripped or fallen over on 
uneven footpaths during 
a £200,000 improvement 
project of Darlaston town 
centre, a councillor has re¬ 
vealed. 

Darlaston South Coun¬ 
cillor Paul Bott has now 
reassured shoppers that the 
road and footpath work will 
be completed by the end of 
next month. He has held 
talks with highway chiefs at 
Walsall Council after receiv¬ 
ing complaints that people 
had fallen on uneven sur¬ 
faces during the works. 

The scheme started be¬ 
fore Christmas but was 
halted over the festive sea¬ 
son. Work has since started 
again and Councillor Bott 
said he had received com¬ 
plaints from at least six peo¬ 
ple. He said: “A lot of people 
have been asking me what’s 
happening in the town cen¬ 
tre so I called a meeting 
with the town hall officers 
to talk about it.” 

As part of the project King 
Street has become one-way 
for deliveries to shops and 
work is under way to lay a 
new surface along the road. 

Councillor Bott added: 
“Unfortunately since the 
work started last month 
we’ve had a number of com¬ 
plaints from elderly peo¬ 
ple that they have either 
tripped up or fallen over.”

I would like to 
say a thank you to all of the 
staff and the patients for 
bearing with us.” 

Due to the number of peo¬ 
ple already at the hospital, 
Walsall Healthcare NHS has 
been unable to take patients 
from other trusts - and been 
forced to ask for help itself. 
“Because we are very busy 
the first thing we have got 
to do is make sure we can 
deal with our own work. If 
we are able to help we will,” 
Mr Kirby said. 

“In the last few weeks we 
have been asking for help 
more than we have been re¬ 
ceiving.”

LOOK, I confess I am not a 
regular bus traveller. I occasion¬ 
ally hop onto one after a night 
out in town, or on the way back 
from the garage when I drop the 
car in for a service, but there are 
plenty of people better qualified 
to comment on their merits than 
myself. 

But when I heard National Ex¬ 
press’s justification for hiking up 
its fares at a time of falling fuel 
prices, my jaw dropped. 

Normally, they blame rising 
fuel costs when they put the 
fares up, but this year, faced with 
a 20 per cent fall in the cost of 
diesel, they have had to try a dif¬ 
ferent tack. So this year the 4.8 
per cent increase is justified by 
the fact that the company is in¬ 
vesting in some shiny new bus¬ 
es to make for a more pleasant 
passenger experience. Drivers 
will also be getting some smart 
uniforms to add to the feeling of 
wellbeing. 

But really, who actually gets 
onto a bus for the enjoyment 
of it? Even in the days of the 
much-maligned Banga buses, I 
don’t suppose anybody saw one 
arrive at the bus stop and think, 
‘you know what, I’ll wait another 
20 minutes in case the next one 
has plusher upholstery?’ 

Whenever I board a bus, the 
main considerations are where it 
goes from, where it goes to, how 
long I will have to wait, and how 
quickly it will get me back. And 
yes, how much it costs. Because 
when it is £2.20 to go a couple of 
miles, and there’s a group of you, 
a taxi suddenly sounds much 
better value. 

It’s the same with the shiny 
new bus station in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton. Yes, it is clean bright and 
modern, far more attractive than 
the old, cramped affair. But the 
thing about the scruffy old bus 
station was you could just turn 
up, and get a bus to just about 
anywhere you were likely to 
want to go. Now you rock up, 
fiddle about with the exciting 
new touch screen, and it tells 
you that the bus you want only 
picks up passengers from the 
other side of town. 

Yes, it is important that our 
buses are safe and reliable. No¬ 
body wants to see a fleet of old 
heaps that keep breaking down, 
but given the big fall in fuel costs, 
it is surely possible to maintain a 
safe, reliable bus service without 
resorting to an inflation-busting 
fare increase. 

A cheap, cheerful, reliable and 
convenient service is all that 
most people require.

I 
paint in four or five different styles and I 
think the variety of paintings makes my 
exhibition a little unusual.”

He said: “I enjoy painting 
famous musicians and faces that people 
will recognise from the 1960s to the pres¬ 
ent day. There is an odd one out and that 
is actress, Dame Judi Dench.

“I painted her about three years ago 
when I began to experiment with dif¬ 
ferent styles. The painting of Sting has 
more detail than the others, this is to 
make it look more like a photograph. It 
is painted in black and grey and painted 
on thin plywood. 

“Other portraits are painted in a 
poster style where I don’t blend the 
paint so as you move away from the 
picture it looks more real. Other fa¬ 
mous musicians I have painted include 
Eva Cassidy and Miles DavisMiles is 
an trumpet player and I am very inter¬ 


ested in jazz. Again I am a big fan of 
Bob Dylan, I have painted more than 
one picture of him. The image showing 
him playing the guitar was inspired 
by a concert I saw on the TV. I paused 
the screen so I could take a picture 
and then painted it the size of the TV 
screen. The colours in this painting are 
based on the shine from the lights and 
glow from the stage. 

“Some pieces I still consider to be un¬ 
finished. Some of my paintings I may go 
back to years later. 

“One of my landscape pictures is 


based on Lake Garda in Italy. The scene 
is real but the colours are fantasy. I 
don’t always paint exactly as it looks. 

“The castle on a snowy background 
is based on Beaumaris Castle in Angle¬ 
sey, looking out past the castle towards 
Snowdonia. This is based on a photo I 
took but it was in the summer.” 

The free exhibition is running until 
Saturday at the Country Park on Pool 
Lane and all paintings on display are 
for sale, with prices ranging from £50 
to £500.

Leckie awarded £3.4m 
for new teaching block 


A SCHOOL in Walsall has been 
awarded £3.4 million to build a 
new teaching block, with work 
due to start in the spring. 

It comes after Mark Hayward, pro¬ 
ject director for the Education Fund¬ 
ing Agency, visited Joseph Leckie 
Academy, which has around 1,200 pu¬ 
pils, more than a year ago. 

Bosses at the Walstead Road West school, 
together with Walsall South MP Valerie 
Vaz and Palfrey councillor Allah Ditta, also 
met with Schools Minister David Laws to 
lobby for funding. 

Contractors are due to be on site in April 
and the building, which will feature 21 
classrooms, is expected to be finished in 
March next year. The academy has also put 
in a bid for a further £4m from the Educa¬ 
tion Funding Agency which would provide 
further facilities for the sixth form, more 
business, ICT and computing classrooms, 
dining and administrative areas. 

Positive 

Councillor Ditta, who is also a school 
governor, said: “Valerie Vaz and I are now 
backing another application for an extra 
£4m from the Government which we hope 
to hear a positive response to in March. If 
successful, a planning application for a new 
wing will be made.” 

Ms Vaz said: “When I visited the school 
I saw the state of disrepair. At our meet¬ 
ing with the Schools Minister it was agreed 
that an official from the Department for 
Education would visit Joseph Leckie to see 
the state of the buildings and to advise the 
school which funds it could apply for. 

“I am delighted that our meeting re¬ 
sulted in the school being awarded an in¬ 
itial £3.4m. Some of these buildings are 75 
years old and have been in an unacceptable 
state of disrepair for a period of time.” 

A campaign to improve the school started 
in 2005 when pupils sent a DVD to minis¬ 
ters to show them the work needed.

He added that a melee 
occurred which was not 
started by Gvozdenovic and 
that there was the scuffle. 

Mr Ubhi said: “In that 
very one moment, the best 
thing he can do to get away 
from the situation is to 
bite that person’s ear. He 
doesn’t hang around, he 
doesn’t stop there to cause 
further harm.” 

The court heard Gvozde¬ 
novic has 10 previous convic¬ 
tions including threatening 
behaviour. It was said there 
had been issues involving 
drink previously. The judge 
told Gvozdenovic: “Using 
your teeth as a weapon is a 
distinctly unpleasant thing 
to do.”

ABC Early Learning and 
Childcare Centre, a day 
nursery based on Wolver¬ 
hampton Business Park, 
was said to have neglected 
to pay £5,329.25 to 68 work¬ 
ers. 

The 36-year-old salon boss 
was named for having not 
paid £4,103.65 to a worker 
while West Bromwich-based 
Learnplay Foundation was 
named for failing to pay 
£224.73. She said: “I had a 
trainee through a college. 
No-one had told me that 
after 12 months her wage 
had to go up. 

“It wasn’t working out 
and she left. I paid her as 
soon as it came to light that

she should have been on 
more. This is the only time 
in 15 years that something 
like this has happened It’s 
putting me off taking an¬ 
other trainee on.” 

Mrs Lockley said her full

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Worried traders hit out 
at one-way street move

A BUSY road could be turned 
into a one-way system, 
prompting anger from trad¬ 
ers who fear it will kill off 
trade. 

Walsall Council is looking to 
change the road system in Cald- 
more Road which is a main route 
towards the town centre. 

Shopkeepers on the road have now 
launched a petition against the plans 
between Vicarage Place and Caldmore 
Green and are planning to call a public 
meeting. 

St Matthews councillor Mohammed 
Arif is helping to lead the opposition 
to the proposals. The former cabinet 
member said: “Highways officers have 
tried make Caldmore Road a one-way 
street but I and other colleagues had 
objected. 

After consultations, additional in¬ 
terspersed double-yellow lines were 
agreed between Mount Street and 
Brace Street on the shops side to re¬ 
duce on-street parking and help traffic 
flow. “We recognised that vehicles are 
sometimes having to mount the foot¬ 
path but many roads like Caldmore 
Road were not designed to carry so 
much traffic. Enforcement of current 
parking restrictions is what is re¬ 
quired.” 

Suki Hargun, speaking for traders, 
added: “We know bus operators are 
complaining about congestion but a 
one-way system will harm businesses. 
The majority of the small businesses 
are already fighting hard to survive in 
the current climate and this one-way 
proposals will kill-off local and passing 
trade. 

“We urge the highway cabinet mem¬ 
ber to sit down with us and discuss a 
way forward as one-way is not accept¬ 
able.” There are also concerns the im¬ 
plementation of a one-way system will 
clog-up an already congested Corpora¬ 
tion Street for worshippers going to a 


temple or mosque. It comes after the 
council is looking to allocate £180,000 
funding across both Birmingham Road 
and Caldmore Road. Transport chief 
Councillor Lee Jeavons said: “Cabi¬ 
net approved a change to the 2014/15 
capital programme to permit a formal 
consultation on traffic management 
changes. 

“This formal consultation will start 
in February and will involve residents, 
businesses, bus operators and com¬ 
muters. This is only a proposal at the 
present time.” 


Years ago proposals were put for¬ 
ward to purchase garden fronts from 
CaldmoreAccord between Hope Street 
and St Michael Street to create cus¬ 
tomer parking bays. It would also 
make the other side all double yellow 
lined from Mount Street and Brace 
Street. 

Council land in Spout Lane was fur¬ 
thermore going to be regenerated into 
a shoppers car park and make conges¬ 
tion in West Bromwich Street easier. 

It was part of the bus showcase 
schemes across the West Midlands.

Club chairman Neil 
Chambers said: “The coun¬ 
cil recently gave us access to 
assess the state of The City 
Ground. The external fenc¬ 
ing and stand has been in a 
state of disrepair for many 
years but it is now in a very 
sorry state. 

“The clubhouse has been 
vandalised and will need 
significant refurbishment 
and modernisation as will 
the dressing rooms. 

The playing surface has 
not been maintained. 

“Preliminary estimates 
suggest it will cost approx 
£30,000 just to get the 
ground and club house into

Traders give entrance 
design the thumbs-up

TRADERS have welcomed 
designs for a new glass en¬ 
trance at Walsall’s Old Square 
Shopping Centre as part of a 
multi-million pound revamp. 

Owners Threadneedle have un¬ 
veiled the proposals that are part 
of an ongoing redevelopment of 
the site including construction 
of a new Primark branch and a 
Mid-Counties Co-operative super¬ 
market. 

The property company has now 
lodged plans for phase two of the £21 
million regeneration scheme which 
will see seven shops extended and re¬ 
designed to create five large units fac¬ 
ing the old market hall in High Street. 

Among the sites earmarked for 
extension work is the NHS walk-in 
centre that is moving to the Saddlers 
Centre later this year. 

Some units including The Sweet 
Shop, also in High Street, will be given 
a new clad exterior. 

The Sweet Shop’s proprietor Mark 
Smith said he relies heavily on social 
media networking to attract custom. 

“This work needs to be done because 
the Old Square itself has a 1960s de¬ 
sign,” he said. “Customers need a rea¬ 
son to come up to this side of the town 
centre. 

“The reason I’ve survived is because 
I offer unique goods and because of 
Asda being close by. 

“If something isn’t done to the cen¬ 
tre then this part of the town will die. 
Across town, The Waterfront is vi¬ 
brant and doing well. 

“But Walsall has been hit by the re¬ 
cession. A huge proportion of people 
in the area are employed in the public 
sector which has been hit by funding 
cuts. There is a knock-on effect for jobs 
and businesses. 

“It’s very hard to make a living in 
Walsall these days. 

“The night markets that ran here 


last year were very good for trade and 
the Old Square also did a good job with 
its craft market over Christmas which 
brought in a lot of people. It all helps.” 

Planners have not yet made any de¬ 
cision on the latest submitted plans. 

Threadneedle spokesperson Ella 
Tekdag said: “This initiative builds 
upon the impending completion of the 
new Primark Store. It will further im¬ 
prove the retail pitch at the front of 
Old Square and provide modern shop 
units to attract new retail business to 
this part of the town.” 


A report by the company’s planning 
consultant Indigo states: “The pro¬ 
posal will not significantly alter the 
use or function of the existing cen¬ 
tre, and will add only approximately 
l,000m2 of new floor space by extend¬ 
ing the existing units. 

“The design response is modest and 
will have no adverse impact on any 
heritage assets. The development will 
modernise the ageing centre and gen¬ 
erally improve existing amenity the 
Old Square Shopping centre and sur¬ 
rounding area.”

The campaign forbids organised car cruising 


Injunction putting the 
brake on car cruising 


CAR cruising will be banned across the Black 
Country after a ground-breaking High Court 
injunction was secured by Wolverhampton, 
Dudley, Sandwell and Walsall councils. 

The injunction forbids people from participating 
in or promoting, organising or publicising a “car 
cruise” anywhere within the Black Country. 

Car cruising - the act of drivers meeting on the public 
highway on either an organised or impromptu basis to race 
or show off in their cars - is noisy, dangerous and illegal. 

Regular gatherings take place at a number of “hotspots” 
around the Black Country, where up to 250 vehicles and 
spectators turn local roads into a race track. 

They include the Black Country Route and Birmingham 
New Road in Wolverhampton, Flood Street in Dudley, Bean 
Road Industrial Estate, Tipton, Hallens Drive, Wednesbury 
and Brickyard Road, Walsall, as well as public and retail 
car parks across the Black Country. 

Local councils and the police have received hundreds 
of complaints about car cruising over the last few years, 


ranging from vehicles and spectators obstructing highways 
or residential or business properties, to dangerous driving, 
excessive noise, littering, verbal abuse and intimidation. 
There have also been a number of collisions involving vehi¬ 
cles taking part in car cruises. 

Wolverhampton, Dudley, Sandwell and Walsall councils, 
working in partnership with West Midlands Police, secured 
the injunction from the High Court in Birmingham last 
month. Anyone suspected of breaching it will be at risk of 
being in contempt of court, for which an adult can face up 
to two years in prison and a fine. 

Anti-social 

Speaking on behalf of the partners, Councillor Elias 
Mattu, Wolverhampton City Council’s cabinet member for 
leisure and communities, said: “Car cruising has been a 
bone of contention for residents and businesses for many 
years. 

“The activities are not only wholly anti-social, but also il¬ 
legal and dangerous, putting the safety of participants and 
spectators at risk. It’s only a matter of time until someone 
is seriously injured or even killed. 


I am confident this ground-breaking injunction will 
have a positive impact on the lives of law-abiding people in 
Wolverhampton, Dudley, Sandwell and Walsall.” 

Chief Inspector Kerry Blakeman, head of West Midlands 
Police’s Traffic unit, said: “This Black Country-wide in¬ 
junction will form the backbone of our on-going measures 
to target people using the road as a racetrack while ensur¬ 
ing the safety of others. 

“As well as the obvious dangers of driving at speed on 
urban roads, car cruising generates a lot of late-night noise 
nuisance for people living near key routes. 

Law abiding drivers can also feel intimidated when they 
inadvertently find themselves in the middle of a gather¬ 
ing.” 

Councillor Mattu added: “It should be stressed that we 
are not seeking to prevent legitimate car enthusiasts from 
enjoying their hobby. 

“What we want to do is put a stop to the menace of car 
cruising, which is making life a misery for so many people 
across the Black Country.” 

• Anyone who witnesses a car cruise on the public 
highway or public place is asked to call police on 101. 


Court action 

1) It is forbidden for anyone to participate in “car 
cruising” (as defined in the schedule below) any¬ 
where within the Claimants’ combined geographi¬ 
cal area known locally as the Black Country Area. 

2) It is also forbidden for anyone to promote, organ¬ 
ise, or publicise via e-mail, the internet or any publica¬ 
tion or broadcast, any “car cruising” within the defined 
geographical area. 

3) A power of arrest pursuant to section 27 Police and 
Criminal Justice Act 2006 shall apply to clause 1 above. 

4) The order and power of arrest shall continue for 3 
years following the commencement of this order or until 
it is varied or discharged by the court. This order shall 
come into effect at midnight on 2 February 2015 provid¬ 
ed that the Claimants have completed certain steps. It 
shall, subject to further order, expire at midnight 1 Feb¬ 
ruary 2018. 

5) Personal service of this injunction is dispensed with 
pursuant to rule 81.8 of the Civil Procedure Rules. 

Schedule 

1) “Car Cruising” means two or more motor vehicles 
(including motorbikes) between the hours of 3pm and 
7am being on a highway or in a publicly accessible 
place within the Black Country Area at which any such 
vehicle or occupant of a vehicle performs any of the pro¬ 
hibited activities listed in clause 3 below which causes, 
or is capable of causing, any of the prohibited conse¬ 
quences set out in clause 4 below. 

2) “Participating in car cruising” means being the driv¬ 
er of, or being carried in (or on), a motor vehicle (includ¬ 
ing motorbikes) in circumstances in which paragraph 1 
above applies. 

3) The prohibited activities referred to in clause 1 
above are: speeding; driving in convoy; racing; per¬ 
forming stunts; sounding horns/playing music as to 
cause a significant public nuisance; using foul or abu¬ 
sive language; using threatening, intimidating behaviour 
towards another person; and causing obstruction on a 
public highway, whether moving or stationary. 

4) The prohibited consequences referred to in clause 
1 above are: excessive noise; danger or risk of injury to 
road users (including pedestrians); damage or signifi¬ 
cant risk of damage to property; significant risk of harm; 
significant public nuisance; and significant annoyance 
to the public.

Holocaust: Night Will Fall 
(Channel 4,9pm) 

With Holocaust Memorial Day 
taking place on January 27,2015, 
this timely documentary reflects 
on the time Allied forces liberated 
the Nazi concentration camps in 
1944-45. Their shocking 
discoveries revealed the full 
horror of what had happened for 
the first time. With the aid of 
British, American and Soviet 
footage, the Ministry of 
Information’s Sidney Bernstein 
aimed to create a documentary 
that would provide undeniable, 
lasting evidence of the Nazis’ 
horrific crimes. However, before it 
could be completed, and despite 
initial support from the British and 
US Governments, the film was 
mothballed; it was deemed too 
sensitive for the changing political 
climate. Now, seven decades on, 
and with help from the Imperial 
War Museums, Bernstein’s film 
has been restored and completed.

Dominic and the team 
are righting the wrongs 


D ominic Littlewood is not a man 
to be messed with. Okay, 
sometimes his accent is so thick 
it sounds like he’s speaking in a 
foreign tongue, but when it comes to 
catching out shifty builders, rogue 
traders and conmen tricksters, he 
certainly knows what he’s doing. 

It’s a sad fact that there are too 
many instances in this country of folk 
being ripped off by people using 
forgery and fraud, although the silver 
lining is that surely it has to be a 
considerable amount fewer than 15 
years ago - when Dominic first got 
into the television industry. 

In this new series for ITV, Dominic is 
doing what he does best - confronting 
bad builders, meeting the people 
whose lives have been ruined by 
dodgy contractors, and, with the help 
of builder Chris Payne and designer 
Pippa Jameson, fixing up their homes 
and making them liveable again. 

“Bad Builders Bang to Rights is a 
series where I investigate consumer 
complaints about bad tradesmen,” 
Dominic explains. “It’s not just about 
builders, it can be anyone involved in 
the industry, who is relied upon to sort 
out problems in your home. 


“When we start getting complaints 
about a particular person or company, 
then I start doing some investigation 

If we find they are doing things 
badly and they are not really showing 
respect to people, we gather evidence 
and then we write to them. 

We normally write to them on quite 
a few occasions and ask them to give 
us their opinion on what’s been going 
on as obviously it’s only fair to give 
them a right to reply and there might 
be a justifiable reason to why they 
have done what they’ve done.” 

But as confident as Dominic can be, 
he admits that it can be a nerve- 
racking situation. 

When confronting these dodgy 
builders, he says: “You never know 
what’s going to happen in that 
scenario. They could get violent, they 
could get threatening, they could run, 
argue, they could ignore you, spit at 
you, punch you - you never know 
what’s going to happen. 

“But for me because I know so 
much about them I really want to 
challenge them on behalf of the 
victims and other members of the 
public.” 


In this first programme, Dominic and 
the team come to the aid of pensioner 
Betty Hall and her son Trevor, whose 
house resembles a building site. 

Betty was widowed seven years 
ago, at a similar time when son Trevor 
was going through a divorce, so they 
decided to move in together. 

They settled on a ramshackle old 
house in Walberton, West Sussex, 
and employed a local building firm to 
help with fixing it up. 

However, almost a year after work 
on their dream home started - after 
months of delays and having paid 
substantially more than the contract 
price - work ground to a halt, forcing 
Betty and Trevor to sack the builders - 
but they had to spend another 
£20,000 simply to make the house 
liveable. But Dominic finds them living 
in terrible conditions, with no central 
heating or a fully functioning kitchen, 
with incomplete bedrooms and 
bathrooms. 

As Pippa and Chris set about 
getting neighbours and friends 
involved in transforming the house in 
two weeks, can Dominic get answers 
from the builders responsible?

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Padding that 
will save you 
a fortune in 
dent fixing

“Stop it,” the Navigator-in-Chief said in an ur¬ 
gent stage whisper, “they’ll think you’ve gone 
mad.” She may be right. The setting was a 
busy supermarket car park and the action 
which sparked the demand to stop immedi¬ 
ately was me gently banging a shopping trol¬ 
ley into the side of the car you see pictured 
here. 

Not as crazy as it sounds. You’ll have noticed the 
stand out visual feature of this interesting new hatch¬ 
back from Citroen; the plastic padding down the 
sides and around the lights, front and rear. 

Called Airbumps, they’re intended to both make the C4 
Cactus stand out from the crowd (choose from four colours) 
and take a bit of light trolley bashing without needing a trip 
to the paint shop. 

I’d say they work on both counts. 

They are also intended to show that Citroen - once fa¬ 
mous for its quirky take on family motoring - is getting back 
to basics with a car that includes practical features but ditch¬ 
es anything that adds to cost or mere complication. 

Those Airbumps are the most obviously practical feature, 
but hop aboard and you’ll find a big glovebox on top of the 
dash (possible thanks to airbags now mounted in the roof), 
generous door pockets and displays showing only the most 
important information, to reduce the visual clutter. 

Thrown out are items you may only miss occasionally, or 
not at all. They include a rev counter, wind-up rear windows 
(they hinge instead), a passenger sun visor mirror and split/ 
folding rear seat (it’s in one piece, to save weight). 

Then you’ll notice the lack of buttons and switches for the 
sound system, sat nav and heating. They’re all controlled 
from the nicely large touchscreen that dominates the dash¬ 
board. 

Again, nicely minimal if you’re a designer, but often more 
of a fiddle to work than a simple button push.

Ownership 

The boot is big enough for family duties and the rear 
bench will seat adults without complaint. Both driver and 
front seat passenger were surprised to feel the join be¬ 
tween seat back and base, almost as though there was a 
sock stuffed into the upholstery, an effect that lessened with 
mounting miles. 

An aim of the team behind the C4 Cactus was reducing 
the cost of ownership. The range starts at £12,990 and tops 
out at £18,190, a price point some way from inexpensive. 
You might consider the lower reaches of the line up repre¬ 
sent best value. 

The test car sits just three down from the top of the pile 
but does come very well equipped. 

Highlights include the sat nav already mentioned (but 
steer clear of its ‘Eco’ route choice, which loves daft de¬ 
tours), parking sensors, handsome black alloy wheels, a 
commendably clear reversing camera and a good sound 
system with DAB radio. 

Extra on the test car included a giant, fixed sunroof (good 
value at £395) and a space saver tyre (£75) a much appreci¬ 
ated swap for the standard tin of aerosol gloop. 

Power choices range across a series of petrol and diesel 
engines, with the 1.2 three-cylinder petrol unit in the test car 
the most powerful on offer. It packs a useful punch and still 
proved decently economical, showing 51 mpg in a week that 
included a dramatic heavy throttle run to compensate for a 
mad Sunday selection of roadworks, and a tight schedule 
to keep. 

Not that you’ll want to hurry the Cactus too much; it’s 
more comfortable at a jog, where if you pick the right road 
(not too pock-marked) it’s a genuinely relaxing place to 
spend time in. 

Ask it for a sporty turn and it politely asks you to calm 
down. 

But take the C4 Cactus on its own terms - family friend¬ 
ly transport with a sensible twist - and you’ll have a car to 
enjoy.
